Police Officers Forever 
Expressing Kindness

Recently, in Kingsport, 
Tennessee, an elderly man 
who had been arrested on 


local charges some 400 
times since 1939 passed 
away. He had no known 


relatives, When the city’s 
police officers, many of 
whom had made some of 
the arrests, learned of his 
death, they took up a col- 
lection from members of 
the department to pay for 
his funeral. In addition, six 
of the officers served as 
his pallbearers, Because 
of their kindness, the man 
was given a proper burial, 

Last May, FBI Agents 
in Chicago located a baby 
boy who had been kidnaped 
a month earlier from his 
South Carolina home when 
he was only 2 weeks old, 
The child’s distraught 
mother was overjoyed to 
know that her baby was 
alive and safe, When Agents 
who had investigated the 
case learned that the 
mother was destitute, they 
donated the money which 
enabled her toiminediately 
fly to Chicago and take 
her baby home, 

I cite these two inci- 
dents not because they 
merit wider recognition, 
although the actions of the 
police officers and the 
Agents were indeed com- 
mendable, Nor are the in- 
cidents rdre; good deeds 
of this type occur repeat- 
edly in enforcement 
agencies throughout the 
country. Rather, I mention 
the two incidents because 
they illustrate a benevolent 
and humanitarian aspect of 
law enforcement work 
which is often ignored and 
unappreciated, 

The role of the police- 
man in our society goes 
far beyond the sworn duties 
of enforcing the law and 
arresting lawbreakers, 
Modern-day computers 
would be taxed to process 
the thousands of special 
services performed for the

public by law enforcement 
officers every day, 

In any emergency, real 
or imaginary, the first cry 
that goes forth is for the 
police, The officer on the 
beat must be a journeyman 
of many trades -- an on- 
the-spot doctor, plumber, 
or babysitter, Today’s en- 
forcement officer isex- 
pected to have multifarious 
abilities, explicit judg- 
ment, and an unshakable 
temperament, He performs 
on a public stage, The 
audience is “‘live’’; every 
observer is a critic. There 
can be no retakes of his 
efforts or pretaped per- 
formances. He is second- 
guessed, ridiculed, abused, 
cursed, assaulted, and 
sometimes murdered. But 
when he leads a small, 
lost tot from a densely 
wooded area to the arms 
of a joyously weeping 
mother, his is a rewarding 
and satisfying service. 

The duty of the enforce- 
ment officer is often an 
unpopular and unpleasant 
task. His job could be 
easier if, at the height

mond. 

An OEO official chartered a 
twin-engine airplane for a 200- 
mile flight to address a group of 
head-start pupils between the 
ages of five and six. 

One local office of the “War on 
Poverty” furnished tuxedos to 
sixteen high school boys for their 
senior prom at a cost of $18 each. 

Another office of OFO hired 
16 men to work with youngsters, 
13 of whom had criminal records 
for larceny, assault and battery, 
and moral charges involving 
minors. In many instances youths 
have been enrolled coming from 
families with incomes above the 
level of eligribility. 

The extravagance of OFO ad- 
ministrators has reached scan- 
dalous proportions. A mathe- 
matics teacher making $4,730 
was hired by OEFO at a salary of 
$10,080. Projects of OEO have 
been staffed by hiring school 
teachers, often at double their 
previous salaries. Not only was 
this wasteful, but disastrous to 
the local school programs. 

In one project, employee's sal- 
aries averaged 57 percent higher 
than the same people had been 
earning in their previous jobs. 

In one area the “poverty 
grant” as $82,150. Of this 
amount $56,723 was budgeted for 
salaries, leaving only a little 
more than $25,000 for operations. 
One local OKO administrator de- 
fended his excessive salary scale 
by stating that he was paying 
out for salaries much less than 
the 70 percent average for the 
total poverty program. 

Forty-four OKO officials in 
Washington draw almost $1 mil- 
lion annually. The deputy di- 
rector gets 328,400, and three of 
his assistants $27,000 each. Forty 
others draw from just under 
$19,000 to $24,000 each. 

In OFO there is one super- 
wrrade (higch-pay level) official for 
every eighteen ordinary employ- 
ces. In the Department of Agri- 
culture there is one super-grade 
official for each 500 employees, 
and in the Department of De- 
fense, one super-grade employee 
for each 1,000 ordinary employ- 
ees. 

Are the people defenseless 
against such robbery? Is the 
anti-poverty program creating a 
new srroup of nouveau riche, 
while reducing the taxpayer to 
the poverty level?

Cotton Transfer 


Applications 
Due January 3 


Farm operators in Cof- 
fee County were reminded 
recently that applications 
for the transfer of cotton 
allotments for the 1967 crop 
should be filed no later 
than January 3, 1967, 

Roy L, Ellis, Chairman, 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation County 
Committee, explains that 
notices of the cotton al- 
lotment and the projected 
yield for individual farms 
have already been mailed 
to county farmers, sofarm 
Operators now are in po- 
sition to make their pro- 
duction plans for next sea- 
son. 

In Coffee County, grow- 
ers voting in a _ special 
referendum late last year, 
approved transfer of 
acreage allotments -- by 
sale or lease out of the 
county, so the transfer of 
allotments locally may be 
made from one farm to 
another within the State. 
In no case may allotments 
be transferred to another 
farm outside the State. 

Transfer of allotments 
from one farm to another 
within the county and the 
transfer of allotments be- 
tween farms (within the 
State) which are owned or 
controlled by the same 
owner are both authorized 
by law and not subject to 
approval in a referendum. 
However; it is necessary 
that such transfers of al- 
lotments be filed with the 
ASCS county office before 
the January deadline. 

The January 3, 1967, 
deadline, therefore, ap- 
plies to all transfers of 
1967 cotton allotments for 
Coffee County farms -- 
whether by sale, lease, or 
by owner.

The lease or sale of 
cotton: allotments is in- 
cluded in the 1967 cotton 
program, and this part of 
the program will not be 
affected by the outcome 
of the marketing quota vote. 

Those eligible to cast 
ballots in the marketing 
quota referendum are all 
producers who shared in 
the 1966 upland cotton crop 
or its proceeds and the 
Owners and operators of 
allotment farms where no 
cotton was planted in 1966, 
Approval by at least two- 
thirds of the voters is 
necessary if the quotas and 
the broad domestic allot- 
ment program are to be 
effective for the 1967 up- 
land cotton crop. 

Growers who elect not 
to participate in the re- 
duction program may apply 
for a share of an export 
market acreage reserve 
and grow and export all 
their cotton without Gov- 
ernment subsidy and with- 
out marketing quota penal- 
ties. 

If the vote is not favor- 
able, there will be no quotas 
or penalties applicable to
